Auing taken our journey toward Yirginia in the beginning of February laſt paſt ; 
a Ship called the Blacke Hodge, her burthen one hundred and fixtie as. 
ned onely with eight Iron Peeces, and a poore Faulcon,we loone ouyr-paſſed both ® 
the tedious endurances and fearefull dangers of ſuch a Voyage, and came ar l:f 
by the fourteenth of Match vnder 1 3.a0d halfe Latitude, within twenty leagues 
of Mataling, 

Falling with Menu by the twentieth of March, and —_— the furtheſt point to Rand in 
the hahdfommer with the ſhore, wee perceiued two tall Ships at anchor right ouer againlt the 
watring place with their top fayles loole, and their Boates going aſhoare for their men. At fr 
we {uppoled them Helenders, in reſpeR of their building, and the Hollander; colours borne by 
their Admirall in the maine top, the vice Admirall hamng his fore top maſt downe, and nocolers 
diſplayed, which encreaſed our former opinion, adding withall that it mult needes be priſe, o 
ſome other Ship ſubic& to the misfortune of a fight, * 

Bur Ha neceſſity of water, and willing to refreſh our ſelues a ſhoare, wee trimmed oy 
Ship, and came to anchor fairely by them, ſending our Boate in friendly manner to hale them 
both vnprouided and vnarmed, which returned with certificate,that they were Speriards where. 
in not fully ſatisfied, by reaſon of our former apprehenſion that it was otherwiſe ; the betterto 
be reſolues, we lent out our Boate againe, as well to be aſſured what to truſt vnto, as to gaine 
{omerime to prepare our Shippe, apd trim her more commodiouſly, being peſtered with 
and fardels berweene the deckes, and altogether voprouded for any fight , either offenimece 
defenſive. | |

The Boate approached the hindmoſt Ship, which [ call the vice- Admirall, and haled her, de- Þ 
manding who they were, but inſtead of ing vs, ſhe commanded them to come aboord, and 
would anſwere no otherwiſe; whereupon the Boate rowed from them, as ing all was nct 
well, and ſo made haſte vnto vs againe, yet could not a volley of ſmall ſhot powred ve- 

ſly amongſt chem, i that they had their cloathes ſhot through , their Oar 
| , and the ſides battered with Bullets; yet thankes be to God , neither was a man hort, 
nor any thing loſt ; which, as if they had had notice of the ſame eſcape, tated theirrage ſo much 
the more : For by that time the Boate was our of reach of their ſmall ſhot, they followed it to 
the Ship with great Ordnance ; and when they perceived they were lafely come aboord, they 
tooke ir ſo ill, that they thundred againſt our Ship with the ſoarer rage,and molt violent yollies, | 
which we could not an{wer, hauing no Peece in our gunner roome, nor indeede any other well 
mounted for ſuch a Sea fight. 

By this time their vice Admirall heaued vp her anchor to her warpe, and laid her ſelfe to 
windward, if either we ſhould paſſe fared, or anchor ſhort againe, ſo that we perceived they. 
mrant toalaul vs on all hands: for ſhe let fiye a whole broad-fide vpon vs,and came furioully vp 
to our lee quarter without or reliſtance of our parts, 

But when we were thus terrified and threatned by them, and thus encombred and diſanima- 
ted amongſt our ſelues, knowing withall (by reaſon of ourill prepared Ordnance) the diſaduan- 

and hazard to be boorded at anchor Þy two good Ships well prepared for ſpoyle and rune; 
we hoyſed vp our ſailes, and determined to ſet forward, had not the vice- Admirall come on our 
ſtar-boord fide, and beate vs ſo hardly, that we fell croour buſinefſe, and anſwered their vn- 59 
kndenefle accordingly with many faire ſhot, which proved moſt effcRuall , eſpecially from 3 
demy-culucring, which at laſt ſhot her berweene winde and water, ſo that ſhee was compelled 
from vs, and bare off to Sea, leauing her Admirall onely ſingle with vs,who at laſt came fairely in 
—_ to winde-ward, taking in her Hekendflagge, and aduanced her Spawyb cologrs, and

We =— and quickly anſwered, both what we were, and whither wee were bound, diſco- 

- urring the eff of our Commiſſion, and relating the cauſe of our tarying there for water, neither 
purpotng to annoy any ſubieR of the King of Spameg,nyxr by way of > con to brave exther pet» 
chant or man of Warre, Then ſhe voto flrike cur lades for the King of Spaine and vaile 
the bonnet according to the prerogative they had in thoſe Seas: we replyed with enlarging the 60 
particulars of the league betweene the King our Maſter and their King, adJing with all, thatas 
we intended no ill, we would take no wrong ; Whereupon the Malter lef: the poope , and le- 
queſtred himſelfe from ſuch open conference , had they not called for the Captaine azaine,wbo 
at lalt preſented himlſelfe , till chey commanded him tocome aboord with his Committee

Bur inftead either of anſwering vs further with kinde words, or accepting of our reply in good iafolence of 
part, they made ewo great ſhot ac vs, and a vs luch a volley of imall ſhot, before we the 5 paniards.
